Mrs. W.W. Shields 
Exonerated of Any 
Negligence in Crash 


A jury In 32nd District Court 
at Sweetwater returned findings 
exonerating Mrs. W. W. Shields 
of Roscoe of any negligence in 
connection with the tragic crash 
on Highway 70 south of Sweet­ 
w ater in January , 19 52, in which 
W. V. Stevenson, Blackwell school 
superintendent, and Janie Herron. 
16-y ear-old daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Ed Kinard, were killed. Ste­ 
phenson was the son of Mrs. E tta 
Stephenson of Hamlin.

$46,000, the problem arises as to what pres­ 


sure might be taken off our highways. 
High­ 


way planners must ask the question, 'In what 


way can steel rails ond water relieve pressure 


from our highways . . , 


A crntrotor may sov, The rail rotes for 


Hen- • materials ore prohibitive . / 


Vet an asnwer con be given to the contractor 


that the proposition of building highways for 


handling things which logically need a road­ 


bed of steel for hauling is prohibitive to the 


taxpayers who must poy them . . . How to 


move *he merchandise of America to its pro­ 


per destination with safety ond economy is the 


proposition which must come before the actual 


construction of highways in the American sys­ 


tem "

As the Kremlin's purge of "traitorous" ele­ 


ments continues to mount in intensity, both 


in the satellites ond in Russia itself, the idea 


is growing in the Western world that real 


trouble besets Joseph Stalin ond his regime. 


Not trouble in the sense of revolution. The 


modern dictatorship has too many weapons of 


repression to allow rebels much prospect 


But the most astute students of the Soviet 


Union seem to be convinced that the current 


wave of arrests, trials ond executions— widely 


advertised by the Communists themselves as 


on attack upon Zionism— is in fact a much 


broader and deeper thing. 


A few go so far as to suggest that in the 


end the present purge may rival or exceed 


the famous purges of 1934 to 1938, when 


Stalin was consolidating his power.

Both rotenone and DDT g iv e 
food control of cattle lice, the 
Bg ent p oints out. 
If rotenone is 
Used, two treatments at 14-day 
Interv als are necessary . The ani­ 
mals can be sp ray ed with one 
p ound of fiv e p er cent rotenone, 
10 p ounds of wet table sulp hur p er 
100 g allons of water, or with eig ht 
p ounds of 50 p er cent DDT wet- 
table p owder p er 100 g allon* of 
water. 
Methox y chlor should be 
substituted for DDT when used 
on dairy cattle. 
Tox ap hene 40 
p er cent wettable p owder is also 
v ery effectiv e ag ainst lice. 
It 
ahould be used at the rat of 10 
p ounds p er 100 g allons of water. 
Mang e mites on cattle are also 
tausing some trouble now. They 
can be controlled by a mix ture 
containing eig ht p ounds of 50 p er 
cent wattable DDT p owder and 
four p ounds of six p er cent wet- 
table benzene hex ochloride p er 
100 g allons of water. 
For hog mang e, the control is 
benzene 
hex achloride 
wettable 
p owder used at a streng th of 12 
p er cent. This fig ures one p ound 
of 25 p er cent BHC to 25 g allons 
•f water, or four and one-half 
p ound* of six p er cent to 25 g al­ 
lons of water or 12 ounces of 53 
p er cent p er g allon. 
It is imp ortant that the animals 
be comp letely cov ered with the 
sp ray , Lehmberg declares. 
Sp e­ 
cial attention should be g iv en to 
the underside of the body , flanks, 
irm p its and ears. One treatment 
ihould be sufficient. 
Due to the acute tox icity of BHC 
do not ex ceed the recommended 
streng ths.

Top generals here in Washington 
say that the statement, standing 
alone is not true. 
They say that 
at times it is necessary tn ration 
ammunition, 
depending 
on 
the 
place and circumstances. 
These 
genprals also say that they must 
take a global view and not just 
ihp one spot in Korea. 
This sort of talk strikes most 
of us as an excuse rather than a* 
a reason. 
Of course, we must he 
prepared for other m ilitary ac­ 
tions in other 
places, 
hut 
the 
shooting is in Korea. 
As 
between 
the 
grnerals, 
it 
seems to he a matter of what con­ 
stitutes a shortage 
It seems also 
to he related to degree of action 
at a given place. 
Mainly, how­ 
ever, I think it is a requirement 
that the full text of their state­ 
ments, rather than one simple sen- 
tpnrp standing alnn«=, should he 
carefully ennsidprrd. 
W e export 


to get a clearer understanding of 
the true situation. 


Possibly the same lifting of con­ 
text, partial quotations and mis­ 
interpretation could he applied to 
Senator Taft's statement a few 
days ago regarding the investiga­ 
tion of Communists in college* and 
universities. Several senators and 
congressmen have pretty well got­ 
ten fheir “ foot in their mouth” 
on talking about investigaitng the 
schools and churches, 
Some have 
said they did not mean what they 
said and perhaps they do not. 


However, Senator Taft has said 
that he would not he willing to 
discharge a university or college 
professor just hecausp he wa* a 
Communist. 
If, 
however, 
the 
teacher taught Communism in the 
classroom, that would he a differ­ 
ent, thing. 
He would favor dis­ 
charging such a teacher. 


.Tust how anyone, who should 
understand 
the 
fanaticism 
and 
the conspiracy of world Commun­ 
ism, could reach such a conclusion 
Is 
beyond 
my 
understanding. 
Plainly, it was a shock to many 
of us who Ijnow Senator Taft. 


T still favor banishing convicted 
Communists from the shores of 
this country. Of course, those who 
are citizens of the United States 
cannot he departed. 
But 
they 
could he placed on some small, 
remote island out in the Pacific 
where they could practice all the 
Communism they wanted to w ith­ 
out contact with anyone except 
themselves. 
I introduced such a 
bill in the eighty-first Congress 
but never received a hearing on 
it. 
I may reintroduce it in this 
Congress. 
They should he deported and 
not allowed to pnjoy fh» good air, 
the good earth a,nd the covering 
sky of this land of ours!

no sense in speculating on what 
the new policies and their effects 
upon the rest of the world will be. 
I do say this, however: W hile 
St aim is being eulogized publicly, 
one of the coldest and cruelest 
struggles for power in the history 
of the world will lie going on be­ 
hind the scenes. 
The new dicta­ 
tor will find himself in a vacuum 
into which w ill rush all the ele­ 
ments of violence that Staflin has 
managed to hold in abeyance. The 
temptation to unify his people and 
take their minds off their woes 
by provoking w ar will be tremen­ 
dous. 
W orld capitals w ill be fill­ 
ed with uneasiness. 
Malenkov is 
a loss moderate man than was 
Stalin. 
However, 
he 
w ill 
not 
“ show bis hand” until he is sure 
of his [lower, or until he is forced 
to take action in order to unite 
the masses behind him. 
President Eisenhower is admir­ 
ably equipped to make propitious 
decisions during the stormy days 
ahead. 
He knows how easily war 
could 
stem 
from 
the 
situation 
which we w ill he witnessing over 
the 
period 
immediately 
ahead. 
England has, of course, been more 
conciliatory toward Russia than 
we have, but this attitude may 
help ease 
the friction between 
Russia and the United States dur­ 
ing the difficult times which lie 
ahead. 
Restraint 
and 
extreme 
caution must he used if we are 
to avoid extension of the war. 
The Soviet Union, under its pre­ 
carious new leadership, might de­ 
cide suddenly to resort to full- 
scale w ar to 
unite 
its people. 
Hence, it may he wise to lie low' 
along the international fronts un­ 
til the situation becomes definite­ 
ly clearer. 
As I an llyza the probabilities of 
the new term, I would say that 
there is a 60-40 chance of our be­ 
ing able to develop a workable 
diplomatic 
program 
which 
will 
enable 
us 
to 
get 
by

spreading the war. 
Above all, It 
would be extremely unwise for our 
people to he misled by early ru­ 
mors. 
Don’t rush to take radical 
action. W atch the situation calm­ 
ly, and look for the underlying 
trends rather than the day-to-day 
switches 
in 
the 
international 
weather vane. Those owning bus­ 
inesses should keep a firm rein 
over their inventories and costs, 
hut should not be stampeded into 
foolish or rash moves which they 
may later regret. 
A ll of the above Indicates that 
there w ill be a cooling off period 
and. on the whole, the near-term 
prospects for peace look better. 
If 
the 
American 
people agree 
with me, the price of the war 
stocks may fall off, which wfould 
mean a decline in the industrial 
average. 
Later, the situation will 
have to be reviewed in the light 
of Malenkov’s actions.
